To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $242,000 for the purpose of grinding, adding gravel 
and paving 4,665 feet of Love Joy Road and authorize the 
withdrawal of $1000,000 from the Roadway Improvement 
Capital Reserve Fund created for that purpose. The balance of 
$142,000 to be raised by taxes and further to appoint the 
Board of Selectmen as agents to carry said purpose into 
effect. This will affect the tax rate by approximately $.27 
cents per $1,000 value. (Majority vote required) The Select- 
men recommend this article. 


Moved by: Dustin Bowles Seconded by: Steve Ives 


Selectmen Bowles spoke on the need for this road 
improvement. 

Lisa Laughlin asked where exactly the roadway improve- 
ment would begin and end. Selectmen Bowles gave more 
exact details. 

Chris Wittenburg stated he felt that the Village Road was 
in more immediate need of repair and should be done first. 
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Selectmen Ives advised that Village Road would have some 
minor repairs such as filling in of some potholes, but until the 
construction of the new Town Office Building is complete, it 
would not make sense to re-do it at this time. 

Peter Pitman a resident of Love Joy Road stated he was 
grateful that the improvements were going to be done. 

Selectmen Bowles advised that perhaps the following year 
improvements can be discussed for Village Road. 

Moderator seeing no further questions, re-read the Article 
and a vote ensued. 


Article #4 Passed as read. 


ARTICLE 5: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $325,000 for the purchase of a used Aerial Ladder 
Truck and Equipment with said funds to come from the Fire 
Apparatus Capital Reserve fund and to appoint the Board of 
Selectmen as agents to carry said purpose into effect. (Major- 
ity vote required) The Selectmen recommend this article. 


Moved by: Bob Krieger Seconded by: Dustin Bowles 


Fire Chief Rick Wright spoke on the need for this Article. 

Lisa Laughlin inquired as to the longevity of one of these 
vehicles. Chief Wright advised they would probably not need 
a new vehicle for at least 20 years. 

Moderator seeing no further questions, re-read the Article 
and a vote ensued. 


Article #5 Passed as read. 


Peter Pitman asked that Articles 3,4 and 5 be restricted 
from reconsideration and it was seconded. Voted on and 
passed. 


ARTICLE 6: 


Shall the Town of Loudon adopt Chapter 79-F Taxation of 
Farm Structures and Land Under Farm Structures as written 
by the State of New Hampshire. This article more clearly 
defines the wording Qualifying Farm Structures under 79- 
F:4. By Petition. 


Moved by: Carole Soule Seconded by: Cindy Shea 


Cindy Shea spoke on the importance of this article and 
how it will help all the local farmers financially. Carole Soule 
also added how helpful this would be to all the local farmers. 

MaryAnn Steele asked what the results would be to the 
valuations in our town and what amount of land is needed to 
qualify as Farm. Cindy Shea stated that she did not know the 
actual dollar amount, but 10 continuous acres qualifies as 
Farm. 

Peter Pitman not in favor. Earl Tuson wanted confirmation 
of qualifying Farm structures, then advised he is not in agree- 
ment and advised this law was originally intended to help the 
farmers back when property values were much lower. 

Cheryl Bennett Also inquired as to cost of overhead to the 
town. Selectmen Bowles advised they don’t have an answer 


for that as yet, however, there would be a cost for additional 
hours and a possible change to the RSA. 

Cheryl Bennett reconfirmed this article will save money 
for the farmers, but cost money for the town, not in favor. 

Elgie Goodwin asked for re-confirmation of what type 
building this would be. Selectmen Bowles advised it is only 
for accessory buildings. 

Preston Lawrence asked the Selectmen their opinions. All 
Selectmen understand how this would help the farmers, how- 
ever, it would not necessarily be good for the town, therefore 
they are against this article. 

Moderator seeing no further questions, re-read the Article 
and a vote ensued. 


Article #6 Failed 


ARTICLE 7: 


To see if the Town will approve the following resolution 
“Resolved that the State of New Hampshire provide a com- 
prehensive meaningful system of funding for State Education 
needs. To see if the Town will vote to ask our Governor and 
our State Legislators to reform state funding for education 
with that reform to be directed to significant reduction of 
property taxes. The record of the vote approving this article 
shall be transmitted by written notice from the Select Board to 
the Governor and State Legislators informing them of the 
instructions from their constituents within 30 days of the 
vote.” 


Moved by: Bob Krieger Seconded by: Dustin Bowles 


Selectmen Krieger spoke on the importance of this article. 
Greatly concerned about the expenses of running the schools, 
government funding would help greatly with regard to taxes. 

Karen Bast questioned whether this would actually make 
the cost for schools go down. 

Selectmen Bowles stated that we are simply looking to get 
the word out on this and perhaps get the ball rolling. 

Moderator seeing no further questions, re-read the article. 
Vote ensued. 


Article #7 Passed as read. 


Moderator advised there would be a 10 minute break in 
order for Selectmen Ives to make a presentation to the 2 chil- 
dren responsible for the drawings on the front and back cover 
of our Town Report. Several pictures were collected by the 
Loudon Elementary Schools 5th grade class using the theme 
“My Life in Loudon.” 2 winners were chosen by the Young at 
Heart Group. Front cover was drawn by Diego Lizotte and a 
certificate was presented to him, back cover was drawn by 
Kristen Therrien and a certificate was presented to her. 

Meeting was called back to order by the Moderator.

Fire Chief Wright advised that yes we need to add to it 
each year, cutting this fund would hurt the town not help. 

Joan Cross wished to thank the BOS for maintaining these 
accounts. 

Peter Pitman wondered if we could increase the Roadway 
Improvement Fund? Selectmen Bowles agreed it would be 
nice to increase the Roadway Fund but not by cutting the Fire 
Department Fund. 

Trudy Mott-Smith stated it is wise to have established 
these funds, could someone tell her what type of return we get 
on them. Selectmen Ives advised he was not sure of the exact 
figure, but it does truly help the town in the long run. 

Lisa Laughlin asked with regard to the new Town Office 
Building, will there be an elevator? Selectmen Ives confirmed 
that yes an elevator is part of the plan. Selectmen Krieger 
complimented Tom Dow on the awesome job of assisting the 
Board in coming up with the plans for the new Town Office 
Building. 

Moderator seeing no further questions, re-read the article. 
Vote ensued.

Selectmen Bowles spoke on the need for this article. 
Moderator seeing no questions, re-read the article. Vote 
ensued. 


Article #9 Passed as read. 


ARTICLE 10: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $4,167,034 to defray Town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriates to the same. This article does not 
include any of the previous warrant articles. (Majority vote 
required). 


Moved by: Bob Krieger Seconded by: Dustin Bowles 


MaryAnn Steele asked for an explanation of the change in 
salary to Selectmen’s office staff, specifically someone going 
from full time status to having hours cut and going to part- 
time. 

Selectmen Ives addressed the question and advised that the 
BOS felt the position of office assistant was not needed as full 
time also felt it was financially beneficial to the town to 
amend the position. It was further explained that they made 
the decision to move the Planning & Zoning secretary over to 
assist the Police Department Compliance office on a part-time 
basis. 

Peter Pitman asked why they would reduce one persons 
salary and cut their benefits and give them to someone else. 
Selectmen Ives advised that this was not the case, the full- 
time position of Planning & Zoning secretary was simply 
amended to part-time and added additional part-time position 
at the PD, which simply continued her as a full-time position. 

Lisa Laughlin advised that there should be an amendment 
made to put this person back to full time and amend the line 
items covering this person wages and benefits, this was sec- 
onded by Peter Pitman. 

Moderator advised he would need such an amendment in 
writing with at least 2 Loudon resident signatures on it. Lisa 
Laughlin said she would do that. 

An amendment was written up, signed by 3 residents and 
read by the Moderator as follows: We the undersigned request 
that the Selectmen amend the budget by the money necessary 
to maintain the full time office staff, including budget line item 
01-41301-110-150 Selectmen Office Wages be increased by 
$35,000 to a new total of $77,000 and line item 01-41969- 
200-210 Town Health & Dental Insurance increased by 
$12,000. Moderator then opened the floor for questions. 

Preston Lawrence asked if the person whose job is in ques- 
tion would speak. Peter Pitman advised that he was asked to 
speak for the person and he advised that this person would 
like to keep their full-time position and benefits. 
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Steve Jakubowski stated that the amendment was not 
extremely clear and they are asking for monies to be acquired 
without much explanation. 

Lisa Laughlin stated that though the amendment submitted 
is not as clear as it should be, she is trusting the BOS to put 
the monies where they are needed to take care of the full-time 
office staff. 

Moderator seeing no further questions had amendment put 
to a vote. 


Yes 94 No 48 Amendment Passed. 


Darrell Schlichting advised that since the above amend- 
ment has now passed, there is an additional amount still exist- 
ing in line item 01-41301-100-120. Moderator advised once 
again an amendment must be submitted in writing with at 
least 2 Loudon residents signatures. 

A second amendment was created which was read: To 
amend line item 01-41301-100-120, Selectmen — PT Office 
Help from $20,000 to $1500, signed by 3 residents. Second 
amendment was read by the Moderator, a vote ensued. 


Second amendment to Article 10 Passed. 


Steve Jakubowski requested that this question be moved 
and was seconded. 
Moderator re-read Article 10, vote ensued. 


Article #10 Passed with 2 amendments 


MaryAnn Steele asked that Article 10 be restricted from 
reconsideration and seconded. Voted on and passed. 


ARTICLE 11: 


To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 

Steve Jackson spoke on the lack of residents showing up to 
vote at School Board Meetings. The affect of the School 
Budget on our Property Taxes is extremely high, without our 
residents showing up to vote against some of these increases 
that are requested, it’s going to get worse. Please come to the 
School Board Meetings and vote. 

Lisa Laughlin also stated her disappointment in the lack of 
attendance at the School Board Meeting. Also wanted to state 
that the BOS should be above board and not attack other 
departments, such as the School Board. 


Elgie Goodwin also stated more participation at the School 
Board meetings would be great. 

George Saunderson wanted to mention that he and Senator 
Howard Moffett will be at the Loudon Library on March 28th 
from 10am—12pm and available to answer questions. 

Barbara Cameron spoke on the importance and need for 
volunteers with regard to the J.O. Cate Van. Volunteers are 
needed to answer phones, do bookkeeping, make schedules, 
etc. Any help will be greatly appreciated. 

Selectmen Ives added that the J.O. Cate Van is a wonderful 
thing that is offered to the people of our Town and the Town 
does not pay for anything. It’s awesome! 

Carole Soule and Cindy Shea spoke on the Agricultural 
Commission and what’s available to Farmers or anyone inter- 
ested in learning more about the farming industry. Anyone 
interested in getting involved, please feel free to contact them. 

Jeff Leonard asked the BOS if they could tell him how 
much the bill per month is to the School Board. Selectmen 
Ives stated it was approximately $600 per month. Jeff 
Leonard asked if it wouldn’t be better for Loudon to have 
their own High School. Selectmen Ives advised that this had 
already been discussed years earlier and was voted down. 

Joan Frost wished extend her gratitude to the Road crews 
for doing a great job keeping our roads clear this winter. 

Steve Jackson extended a thank you to Moderator Michael 
LaBonte for his services as Moderator to the Town of Loudon 
for the past several years and he will be missed. 

Steve Jakubowski wished to state that the best solution to 
the School Budget is show up to the meetings and vote. 

David Steele mentioned that technology is now available 
to have Video Conferencing for the School Board Meeting, 
perhaps this is something the town should consider. 


Steve Jakubowski made a motion to have this meeting 
adjourned and was seconded. 


Seeing no further questions, Moderator asked for a vote to 
close the meeting. 


Voted on and approved. Meeting adjourned at 
11:33am.

Such information is the responsibility of management and was derived from 
and relates directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial 
statements. The information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic 
financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such 
information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial 
statements or to the financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the information is 
fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements as a whole. 


Emphasis of Matter. As discussed in the notes to the financial statements, in the fiscal year ended June 
30, 2015, the Town adopted Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) Statement No. 68, 
Accounting and Financial Reporting for Pension Plans — an Amendment of GASB Statement No. 27. Our 
opinion is not modified with respect to this matter.

The 2015 year ended with the Loudon Police Department 
responding to a total of 2,301 calls for service. 

This past year has been a year of major changes within our 
department. On September 21, 2015, Chief Robert N. Fiske 
officially retired after 44 years of service to the Town of 
Loudon as our Police Chief. Chief Fiske was also the 
youngest Police Chief at the age of 21. Chief Fiske saw us 
through many stages of change. In the early years, he used his 
personal vehicle to respond to calls and would dispatch calls 
directly from his house. Spring forward to 2015. The depart- 
ment has grown to 6 full time officers, 5 part time officers and 
a full time Administrative Assistant/Dispatcher. Our records 
management was advanced to the latest computer programs to 
keep updated, accurate records. . 

Many personnel passed through the hallways of the 
Loudon Police under Chief Fiske’s direction. Although he 
was always sad to see a valued employee leave our agency, he 
was proud to see that many of these employees advanced to 
become Police Chief’s in other agencies.

The Loudon Fire Department functions with a combina- 
tion of full and part time personnel. Fulltime staffing provides 
coverage by two fulltime personnel seven days a week from 
6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

Our cooperative ambulance response program with Chich- 
ester continues to provide emergency ambulance transport 
service to both communities. Both departments frequently 
experience multiple calls at the same time. We continually 
work to expand our part time personnel coverage list for 
unscheduled emergency and service call incidents. We urge 
anyone with firefighter certification, emergency medical cer- 
tification, or anyone willing to train, to join with us, espe- 
cially for nighttime coverage. 

In addition to responding to daytime emergencies, the day 
crew is responsible for performing routine inspections, issu- 
ing permits, and assisting the public with Fire Department 
related issues. 

We are available during daily working hours at 798-5612, 
unless we are on an emergency call or other business. If we 
are not at the station, please leave your number and we will 
return your call. Dial 911 if you have an emergency. 

Fire permits are now available online for Loudon resi- 
dents.

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The 2015 Annual Report is prepared for the Board of 
Directors of the Capital Area Mutual Aid Fire Compact as a 
summary of general activities and events occurring through 
December 31, 2015. It is also provided to the town offices of 
the Compact’s member communities for information and dis- 
tribution as desired. 

The Compact’s operational area is 769 square miles with a 
resident population of 132,983. The Equalized Property Valu- 
ation in our coverage area is currently listed as over twelve bil- 
lion dollars. We also provide and receive mutual aid responses 
with communities beyond our member area. 

The Compact provides 24/7 emergency dispatch service to 
its 22 member communities. This service is contracted with 
the City of Concord Fire Department’s Communications Cen- 
ter. Dispatched calls totaled 22,348 in 2015, an increase of 
2.1% from the previous year. The detailed activity report by 
town/agency appears on the next page. 

The 2015 Compact operating budget was $1,133,108. Fund- 
ing of all Compact operations is provided by the member com- 
munities. We continue to apply for State and Federal Grant 
Funds when available. During 2015 we were awarded a grant 
of $161,284.05 for Phase 3 of our communication system 
improvements. Work funded by this grant will begin during 
2016. The Compact was also the recipient of a grant for $5,250 
on behalf of the Hazmat Team to fund their medical surveil- 
lance program. The Phase 1 and 2 communications work 
funded in 2014 with a $499,403 grant has been started. Equip- 
ment purchases are being made and FCC licensing and tower 
site-use agreements are underway. During 2015 work for the 
$19,500 grant for a continuity of operations plan to formalize 
our backup operations with the Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid 
was completed and that plan is now in place. The Compact has 
received a total of $1,499,225.59 in grant funding since 2007. 

The Chief Coordinator responded to 196 incidents 
throughout the system in 2015, and provided command post 
assistance on those mutual aid incidents. He also aids all 
departments with response planning, updating addressing 
information, and represents the Compact with several organi- 
zations related to public safety.

The Training Committee chaired by Henniker Captain 
Mick Costello; with members Bow Assistant Chief Dick 
Pistey, Chichester Deputy Chief Matt Cole and Warner 
Deputy Chief Jon France assisted departments with mutual 
aid exercises. These combined drills provide valuable training 
in the delivery of mutual aid services. 

The Central New Hampshire HazMat Team represents 58 
Capital Area and Lakes Region area communities and is ready 
to assist or respond to hazardous materials incidents in our 
combined areas. Hazardous Materials Team Chief Bill Wein- 
hold encourages all communities to participate in the 
Regional Emergency Planning Committee (REPC) planning 
programs and to take advantage of hazardous materials train- 
ing for local departments. 

The Compact worked to facilitate some group purchasing 
during 2015. Thirteen EMS services responding to 17 of the 
Compact communities were in need of a new EMS billing 
service. We met as a group and investigated several compa- 
nies who offered the required services. Acting as a group, we 
were able to secure an attractive rate and 11 of the services 
chose the same vendor to benefit from the enhanced pricing. 
Work is currently underway to secure pricing as a group for 
SCBA purchases to be made during 2016. 

2015 was marked by significant brush fires throughout the 
Compact and all of the State. The importance of mutual aid 
was highlighted by these large scale incidents as Compact 
departments travelled far outside their normal response areas 
to provide help to other communities and some received 
assistance from multiple departments. The dispatch center 
was busy coordinating Compact responses and fulfilling their 
role as the primary contact for the Statewide Mobilization 
Plan. 

All departments are encouraged to send representation to 
all Compact meetings. Your input is needed. The Compact 
was created for the mutual benefit of member communities 
and active participation is a necessity to ensure the needs of 
all are being met.

This past fire season burned 661 acres which was the most 
recorded since 1989 when 629 acres burned. The fire season 
began in early April with the first reported fire occurring on 
April 8th. The largest fire was the 275-acre Bayle Mountain 
fire in Ossipee. This fire started on May 5th and burned for 
several days. The Bayle Mt. fire was also the largest individ- 
ual fire in NH in over 25 years. There were also a number of 
other sizable fires in May, which definitely kept NH’s wild- 
land firefighting resources stretched to the limit. These larger 
fires increased the average wildland fire size to 5.12 acres. As 
usual, our higher fire danger days correlated well with the

Planning Board 





The Loudon Planning Board reviewed fifteen applications 
in 2015. There were applications for three minor subdivi- 
sions, one major subdivision, one minor site development, 
four major site developments, five lot line adjustments, and a 
voluntary lot merger. 

The Planning Board currently consists of six elected mem- 
bers, one Selectmen’s representative, and two appointed alter- 
nates. Current Planning Board members are: Chairman Tom 
Dow (2018), Henry Huntington (2018), Tom Moore (2016), 
Vice Chairman Stanley Prescott (2017), Bob Cole (2017), 
George Saunderson (2016), Ex-Officio Steve Ives, and alter- 
nates Alice Tuson and Dustin Bowles. It was with great regret 
that the Board accepted the resignation of long-time member 
Bob Ordway. After many years of service to the Town of 
Loudon, Bob has relocated to be closer to family. Melissa 
Lucier is new to the Planning Office as the Administrative 
Assistant. 

In addition to their regular monthly meetings, Board mem- 
bers spend many hours on site walks, in work sessions, and 
participate on other committees as Planning Board represen- 
tatives. Stanley Prescott is the Board’s representative to the 
Board of Permit. Stanley Prescott and Bob Cole represented 
the Board during the update of the Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram, as well as at Central NH Regional Planning Commis- 
sion meetings. Several members also participate on Master 
Plan sub-committees during the update process. 

This year the Board will present three zoning amendments 
for the voters to consider. The first amendment is to permit by 
Special Exception in the RR and AFP Districts “Outdoor 
Event Venues, for non-recurring events such as weddings or 
reunions, not to exceed eight events per year.” The second 
amendment is to “add under Definitions — FARMING: All 
such activities included under NH RSA 21:34-a.” The third 
amendment is to permit by Special Exception in the Village,

AFP, CI, and CR Districts (already in the RR District) “Meet- 
ing halls and lodges for non-profit social, fraternal, and club 
organizations.” 

Board members continue to work with representatives of 
Central NH Regional Planning Commission on the update of 
the Master Plan. An Excavation Ordinance was created for the 
town as part of the review of the Master Plan. The Ordinance 
will be a resource used for various aspects of excavation oper- 
ation procedures and reviews. With the assistance of 
CNHRPC, we hope to finish the Master Plan review in the 
near future and be ready to present it to the public at a public 
hearing in the next couple of months. 

Current copies of the Land Development Regulations and 
Zoning Ordinance are available for purchase at the Town 
Office. The books can also be found online at 
http://www.loudonnh.org, under the heading of Government, 
drop down to Planning Board, and then scroll down to Land 
Development Regulations or Zoning Ordinance. 

Anyone who plans to submit an application to the Planning 
Board should obtain a copy of the books in order to be fully 
informed of what is required for that submittal. Applications 
to the Planning Board must be received in our office at least 
fifteen days prior to the monthly meeting. The Planning 
Board meets on the third Thursday of each month at 7:00 p.m. 
in the Community Building. The meetings are open to the 
public and all are invited to attend. Visit us at 
www.loudonnh.org for information on office hours, meeting 
dates, agendas, minutes, application forms, and regulations.

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Zoning Board of Adjustment 





The Zoning Board of Adjustment hears appeals from any 
order, requirement, decision or determination made by an 
administrative official and administers provisions in the Zon- 
ing Ordinance dealing with variances and special exceptions. 

The Board processed twenty-two applications during 2015. 
There were ten applications for variances, an unusually high 
number due to a variety of circumstances. Variances were 
granted for a museum, the new location for the American 
Legion, an auto repair service in the AFP District, and others 
relative to signs, area coverage, commercial use of a parcel, 
wetlands, and slopes. One application for a variance of age 
requirement was withdrawn. There were eleven applications 
for special exceptions. Special exceptions were granted for 
tank size, hours of operation, wetland impact, reduced set- 
backs, and an online auction/storage facility. One application 
for a special exception to allow a shared driveway was with- 
drawn. 

Current Board members are Chairman Dave Powelson 
(2017), Vice Chairman Ned Lizotte (2018), Roy Merrill 


(2016), Earl Tuson (2016), Howard Pearl (2017) and Alter- 
nates George Saunderson (2016) and Charlie Aznive (2018).

Library Director's Report 





At the end of June, the Maxfield Public Library’s long- 
time Library Director Nancy Hendy retired and I very happily 
became your library’s new Director on July 13, 2015. The 
library is a remarkable institution. There will never be a chain 
library. The Maxfield Public Library is uniquely your library. 
The fifth law of law of library science as proposed by S.R. 
Ranganathan in 1931 is that the “library is a growing organ- 
ism” and that a library should be a continually changing insti- 
tution, never static in its outlook. Books, methods, and the 
physical library should be updated over time. 

The Town of Loudon has a beautiful physical library. One 
of my first duties was to establish the library’s online pres- 
ence. Our website is www.maxfieldlibrary.com, like us on 
Facebook and subscribe to our digital monthly newsletter. 
From our website-click on OPAC to see if a book or DVD you 
desire is available and reserve or renew items at your conven- 
ience. We continue to subscribe to the NH Downloadable 
books system where you may borrow audio and e-books for 
free and they now offer periodicals. 

Circulation of materials found in the library is steady and 
growing. Our revamped DVD section (no more sleeves) con- 
tinues to grow steadily along with all your favorite book titles 
arriving regularly. The library offers over 20,800 books, 2,000 
DVD’s and our periodical offerings have increased as well. 
We have added two more museums (See Science Center and 
Strawbery Banke) to our museum passes offerings for free to 
discounted admittance. You no longer need to wait for our 
monthly used book sale. Check out the On-going book sale 
next to the circulation desk. 

The library is continually seeking to identify community 
needs and provide programs to meet those needs. We provide 
opportunities and encouragement equally for children, youth, 
men and women to continually educate themselves. We wel- 
come new babies with our Books and Booties for Babies pro- 


gram. We encourage parents and caregivers to regularly read 
aloud to their children with the 1000 Books Before Kinder- 
garten. The library offers three story times weekly. Once a 
week is the Lego Club that is now introducing new STEM 
(Science, Technology, Engineering, Math) toys. The young 
adult section was moved a few months back and our new Teen 
Advisory Board will begin in 2016, helping us to shape this 
section and provide input into young adult purchases and pro- 
gramming. 

For adults we still offer our monthly book club, open stu- 
dio with the Loudon Village Arts group once a week, a 
weekly sit ‘n’ stitch group, more yoga classes and a new 
weekly coffee & coloring group. Every month we hold a spe- 
cial program that recently included a murder mystery party 
and Christmas card making class. In 2016 we will be offering 
a monthly “Make it at the Maxfield” adult craft club. The 
Maxfield Public Library supports educational, civic and cul- 
tural activities of town groups and organizations and the 
meeting room is always busy with local groups regularly 
gathering. The 2016 summer’s reading program theme is 
about wellness with logos such as “Exercise Your Mind— 
Read.” On June 18, 2016 the library will be hosting our first 
Health and Literacy Fair. Watch for exciting programs for all 
ages. 

National statistics show that nearly all Americans, ever if 
they are not regular library visitors, agree that libraries play 
an important role in giving everyone a chance to succeed. We 
at the Maxfield Public Library want to thank all of you for 
valuing your library and all of your past and continued future 
support.

This presented us with the challenge of finding a new 
Director. We were fortunate to have had a selection of well- 
qualified candidates from which to choose and, after careful 
consideration, we hired Deborah Gadwah-Lambert to be our 
new Library Director. Debbi is a native of Colebrook, NH and 
has been a Library Director in Canaan, VT and Allenstown, 
NH. She has been on the Board of the Vermont Library Asso- 
ciation and a committee member of the Vermont Early Liter- 
acy Initiative. She has provided bookkeeping services in the 
logging and trucking industry, as well as federal funds 
accounting for a NH school district. The Trustees are confi- 
dent that with her varied professional background in both 
small business and public municipalities, as well as her enthu- 
siasm, she will excel in continuing to make the Library an 
asset to the citizens of Loudon. 

Since Debbi has become Director, there have been many 
refreshing changes. Increasing library usage, coupled with the 
continuing evolution of technology and its prevalence in our 
society, has necessitated a long overdue online presence. The 
library now has a website: www.maxfieldlibrary.com. From 
here, patrons can view availability of materials, reserve or 
renew materials, as well as continue to access NH Download- 


able books, with access to audiobooks, e-books, and periodi- 
cals. In an effort make the library more welcoming to teens, 
the young adult section was moved a few months ago, and the 
new Teen Advisory Board began in 2016. This board will 
assist in shaping the young adult section and provide input on 
library material purchases and programming. 

Other new programs include: Books and Booties for 
Babies, 1000 Books Before Kindergarten, and an Adult Craft 
Club. The library continues to offer popular programs, such as 
story times, Lego Club (which has since introduced new 
STEM-Science, Technology, Engineering, Math-toys,) yoga, 
and monthly book club. 

In an effort to strive to meet the needs and wishes of 
Loudon residents, a survey was conducted during the latter 
part of 2015. This survey gathered information from the com- 
munity about how the library was doing and how it can 
improve its services in the future. Of course, citizens are 
encouraged to continue to provide input throughout the year. 
The Trustees thank the Town for its support of the Library and 
look forward to providing high quality, educational materials, 
services, and programs for the benefit of its citizens.

For 17 years, volunteers have operated and maintained the 
van service for the Town of Loudon and have donated more 
than 22,000 hours providing approximately 5,500 rides for 
residents to and from their medical appointments. Now, most 
of our founding members are no longer able to serve and, 
though we have several newer (and younger) volunteers, we 
find ourselves relying too much on too few. Volunteers are 
essential for the day-to-day operation of the van, without their 
help and the support of the residents of Loudon this service 
could not exist. We were fortunate to add several new volun- 
teers to our association and trained them to perform the duties 
of both a driver and an attendant. Additional volunteers are 
needed! We especially need drivers and telephone help to 
schedule riders, drivers and attendants for each requested van 
trip. If you would like to help us continue to provide service 
to our residents in need of assistance, please volunteer. 

Members routinely clean and provide maintenance for the 
van. Our Board of Directors holds monthly Association meet- 
ings to which all members are invited and encouraged to 
attend. Our Chairman presides over the presentation of the 
Secretary’s and Treasurer’s reports and Van usage for the 


month is summarized by the Scheduler with detailed back-up 
provided. The meetings conclude with an open discussion 
session for any old/new business or other concerns/issues that 
may be presented. This session provides a great sounding- 
board for ideas or suggestions to enhance the service we pro- 
vide to Loudon residents.

Since 1998, the Loudon Communication Council’s mis- 
sion has remained constant: “Jo provide a comprehensive 
source of information and education about local businesses, 
government, and community organizations in order to facili- 
tate and encourage informed citizen participation.” We 
believe we have been successful in providing our readers bet- 
ter access to information than they had before the Council 
was formed. Unfortunately, our ongoing effort to recruit vol- 
unteers to serve on the council has been less successful and 
continues to represent our greatest challenge. Finding citizens 
who are willing to serve on the Council as directors and offi- 
cers will undoubtedly determine the future of the Council and 
its activities producing the Loudon Ledger and its companion 
website Loudonnh.org in the months and years to come. 

For nearly twenty years now, the Communications Council 
has operated as a Town of Loudon organization, paying its 
operating costs through a blend of public funds, private dona- 
tions and advertising revenues. The Council pays for profes- 
sional production services, mailing, ad sales and web hosting. 
Every other activity associated with production of the Ledger 
and management of the website is handled by volunteers. 

In order to maintain its tax-exempt status as an approved 
IRS Code Section 501(c)3 organization, the Council must 
receive at least one-third of its total support from governmen- 
tal units and from contributions made directly or indirectly by 
the general public. The Council also must maintain member- 
ship that includes at least five directors “who are not of the 
same immediate family or related by blood or marriage.” 
While funding has not been a problem, volunteers have been 


in very short supply. Without new members to replace the 
majority of the Board in the coming months, there will be 
insufficient members, directors and officers to satisfy the IRS 
requirements for the Council to maintain its status as a tax- 
exempt public organization, to produce the Ledger, or to 
maintain the website. 

The Council meets once a month. Directors include a 
Chairperson, Vice-Chair, Treasurer and Secretary. One mem- 
ber serves as web master/web mistress. Council members 
authorize expenditures, oversee activities of the Communica- 
tions Coordinator and Salesperson (professional production 
and ad sales staff), develop policy and determine whether 
content offered for publication meets the Council’s submis- 
sion guidelines. While the current members of the Board 
remain committed to the Council’s mission, they have been 
serving in that capacity for years and years and the majority 
are ready to step down. It’s time for others to step up.

The Loudon Agriculture Commission was hard at work 
this year. Here are some of the things we accomplished in 
2015. 

We secured a matching grant of $375 thanks to those who 
donated funds to the commission. A great big THANK YOU 
to everyone who contributed. We could not have done every- 
thing we did this year without you. 

At the beginning of the year we finished and distributed 
the farm maps. This was a project long in the making and we 
were very happy with the final product. We will be looking to 
do another, updated, map in the near future as funding 
becomes available. If you haven’t seen the map you can check 
out our website at loudonag.org or contact Cindy Shea or Car- 
ole Soule for a copy. If you are interested in being listed on 
the next map, please contact any board member. 

We also created and published a list of farms in the Loudon 
Ledger. If you would like your farm listed, please contact 
Cindy Shea for more information. 

In June we sponsored a Watch and Learn demonstration on 
processing chickens. It was a beautiful summer day and there 
was good attendance. The entire process from beginning to 
end was demonstrated and questions were welcomed. It was 
a great way to “dip your toes” in the world of processing your 
own chickens. 

In October we held a beekeeping seminar. Randall Davis 
from the Seacoast Area Beekeepers Associated provided solid 
information and demonstrations for all aspects of beekeeping. 
He was a wealth of knowledge. 


In November we held our Grants for Farmers workshop 
with the help of Susan Poland, Business Programs Specialist 
for the USDA’s Rural Development and Carole Soule from 
Miles Smith Farm and the recipient of many grants. Many 
grants were discussed as well as other types of grants famers 
can apply for. It was very interesting. 

In addition to workshops, we have been actively learning 
about the rules regarding Agritourism and how that fits with 
the town of Loudon. Agritourism helps farmers earn extra 
income beyond standard farming practices and is a vital part 
of the state’s commitment to farming and agriculture. 

For 2016, we have in the works a “hands-on” chicken pro- 
cessing clinic and a composting clinic. We are also working 
with surrounding town commissions in order to coordinate 
and share events.

Our work for Merrimack County 


Merrimack County Extension staff brings the research and 
knowledge of the university to county residents through 





hands-on workshops, site visits, seminars, conferences, phone 
consultations, video-conferences, printed materials, online 
resources, email newsletters, correspondence courses, strate- 
gic partnerships, a statewide toll-free info line, and a compre- 
hensive website. Our program areas include: 
¢ Food & Agriculture: We support the county’s agricul- 
tural industries, including producers of fruits, vegeta- 
bles, ornamental plants, and livestock, through 
workshops and trainings, diagnostic services, applied 
research, and one-on-one consultations. This year, at 
least 1,700 Merrimack County citizens attend training in 
livestock management, crop production, safe food han- 
dling, pest management, agricultural marketing, pollina- 
tor protection, farm business management, landscaping 
for water quality protection, and more. Our team of spe- 
cialists and volunteers also provide education and tech- 
nical assistance to home gardeners and citizens through 
seminars, publications, and through our Education Cen- 
ter info line. This year, Education Center volunteers 
fielded 323 inquiries from Merrimack County residents, 
and the county’s Master Gardeners contributed 1,068 
volunteer hours, making direct contact with 1,443 local 
residents. 
¢ Natural Resources: Managing and protecting New 
Hampshire’s natural resources is critical to our environ- 
ment, quality of life, and tourism industry, as well as for 
current and future economic opportunities. Our natural 
resources team provides research, education, and stew- 
ardship throughout the state with a “boots on the 
ground” approach, extending state-wide programs in 
forestry and wildlife, natural resource development, land 
and water conservation, and marine fisheries. This year, 
over 640 Merrimack County residents received one-on- 
one education from woodlot visits, telephone calls, and 
e-mail correspondence. 
An additional 1,200 County residents participated in 
many educational events: emerald ash borer educational 
workshops, geospatial technology training (GIS), N.H. 
Maple, N.H. Land Trust Coalition work, Saving Special 
Places Land Conservation conference, Speaking for 
Wildlife talks, Stewardship Network, woodlot visits, and 
forest management services. Volunteers from the N.H. 
Coverts project and the Natural Resource Stewards pro- 
gram contributed almost 4,600 hours conserving and 
managing natural resources in Merrimack County. 
¢ Community & Economic Development: Our Commu- 
nity and Economic Development team (CED) provides 
research-based education and assistance to individuals, 
families, businesses, and communities to help identify

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opportunities to enhance their competitive advantage, 
build upon their assets, and create conditions that foster 
local and regional economic growth. Merrimack County 
residents participated in the following programs: Agri- 
culture and Natural Resource Business Institute courses, 
All Walks of Life Forum, broadband training and techni- 
cal assistance, Community Profiles (Dunbarton), 
Franklin for a Lifetime, Planning for an Aging Popula- 
tion (Franklin Aging in Place), Marketing Forest Prod- 
ucts workshops, Selling at Farmers Markets, and town 
planning facilitation and technical support. 

Youth & Family: Preparing youth to become caring and 
productive citizens is critical to New Hampshire’s 
future. The research-based education and information 
we provide enhances the leadership and decision-mak- 
ing skills of New Hampshire’s youth and strengthens 
families. We provide educational resources for parents 
and families through innovative programs such as Youth 
Mental Health First Aid Training, as well as, through 
creative delivery methods, including web-based out- 
reach, e-newsletters and train-the-trainer programs. Mer- 
rimack County youth and volunteers participated in 
many 4-H youth development programs, including State 
and County Activities Days, Eastern States Exposition 
activities and competition, Teen Conference, county and 
state animal science shows, Barry Conservation Camp, 
Hopkinton State Fair, volunteer screening and training, 
and youth leadership/youth voice workshops. Merri- 
mack County residents also participated in afterschool 
professional workshops, farm to school days, military 
family events and camps, and the Nutrition Connections 
programs for limited resource adults, families, refugees, 
and youth. 

UNH Cooperative Extension trained and supported more 
than 4,270 volunteers statewide who then contributed 
148,089 hours of their time, providing a value of $3.4 million 
in 2015. In Merrimack County, 487 volunteers gave 21,407 
hours, extending the reach of our programs as 4-H leaders, 
master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, 
water quality monitors, marine docents, and others. 

Our state-wide Education Center and toll-free info line 
staffed by volunteers fielded 580 inquiries from Merrimack 
County residents alone, out of 7,741 calls, emails, and social 
media inquiries statewide. Twenty-six (26) Master Gardeners 
from Merrimack County helped extend Extension’s work, 
volunteering 1,068 hours and making direct contact with 
1,443 local residents. The Education Center and Information 
Line is open Monday-Friday, from 9 am to 2 pm.

Established in accordance with state law, the Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is a 
voluntary association of 20 communities in Merrimack and 
Hillsborough Counties. The Town of Loudon is a member in 
good standing of the Commission. Stanley Prescott and 
Robert Cole are the Town’s representatives to the Commis- 
sion. 

CNHRPC’s mission is to comply with State statute (RSA 
36:47) by preparing and adopting regional land use and trans- 
portation plans and a regional housing needs assessment. 
CNHRPC also evaluates developments of regional impact 
(RSA 36:54-58) and provides data, information, training, and 
high-quality, cost-effective services to our member communi- 
ties. CNHRPC advocates for member communities and 
assists and encourages them in both municipal and regional 
endeavors. 

In 2015, the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning 
Commission undertook the following local and region-wide 
activities: 


¢ Provided technical assistance services for member com- 
munities, including zoning ordinance development, 
grant writing assistance, plan review services, local mas- 
ter plan development, capital improvements program 
development and guidance, hazard mitigation guidance, 
and planning board process training. In Loudon, contin- 
ued to provide assistance to the Planning Board on the 
Loudon Master Plan Update, which is scheduled for 
completion in 2016. 

Provided Hazard Mitigation Plan update development 
assistance to seven community Hazard Mitigation Com- 
mittees and developed Plan implementation and evalua- 
tion documents available for use by all communities. 
Completed Fluvial Geomorphic Assessment (FGA) 
planning activities for eight communities along the Pis- 
cataquog River, Turkey River, Soucook River, and Sun- 
cook River, including coordinating a public information 
meeting for the Suncook River FGA assessment results, 
and compiling data, preparing maps of river features, 
meeting with communities, and developing Hazard Mit- 
igation Plan Addendums for several communities. In 
Loudon, staff developed the Loudon Soucook River Flu- 
vial Geomorphic Assessment (FGA) Addendum to Haz- 
ard Mitigation Plan with the Hazard Mitigation 
Committee by compiling the newly surveyed river data 
and developing a set of fluvial geomorphic feature maps. 
Completed the preparation of the Central NH Regional 
Plan which was adopted by the CNHPRC Full Commis- 
sion on February 12, 2015. 

Completed the preparation of the Central NH Region 
Broadband Plan which was adopted by the CNHPRC 
Full Commission on June 11, 2015. 


Began the development of the CNHRPC Regional 
Brownfields Program through funding from the United 
States Environmental Protection Agency. Tasks com- 
pleted in 2015 included the formation of the regional 
Brownfields Advisory Committee (BAC) and the initial 
steps to select qualified environmental professionals to 
prepare assessments of potential brownfields sites in the 
region.

Assisted the Currier and Ives Byway with its member 
towns of Henniker, Hopkinton, Webster, Warner, and 
Salisbury. In 2015, the Council continued to meet quar- 
terly to support its efforts in public outreach to promote 
the Byway. 

Provided assistance to the Warner River Nomination 
Committee, including representatives from Bradford, 
Warner, Sutton, Webster, and Hopkinton, related to the 
possible future nomination of the Warner River into the 
NH Rivers Management and Protection Program. 
Coordinated the activities of the CNHRPC Transporta- 
tion Advisory Committee (TAC). Stanley Prescott and 
Robert Cole are the Town’s TAC representatives. In 
2015, CNHRPC staff worked with the TAC to complete 
the preparation of the 2017-2026 Regional Transporta- 
tion Improvement Program (TIP) to ensure that the 
region’s needs were adequately addressed in the State 
Ten Year Highway Transportation Plan (TYP). Informa- 
tion related to the TIP update process can be found at 
www.cnhrpc.org/transportation/transportation-improve- 
ment-program-tip. 

Offered its member communities a Road Surface Man- 
agement System (RSMS) program, through transporta- 
tion planning activities, which provides an overview and 
estimate of a municipal road system’s condition and the 
approximate costs for future improvements. 

Completed over 200 traffic counts in the region as part 
of its annual Transportation Data Collection Program. In 
Loudon, CNHRPC conducted seven (7) traffic counts 
along state and local roads. 

Assisted five communities with the preparation of Trans- 
portation Alternatives Program (TAP) grant applications 
for pedestrian and bicycle improvement projects. 
Continued to support an enhanced volunteer driver pro- 
gram (VDP) in our region that was established in 
November 2011 through CNHRPC’s 2010 Coordinated 
Transportation Plan efforts. In 2015, the VDP provided 
over 5,000 rides to seniors and people with disabilities 
for essential medical appointments and vital services 
that help the residents of our region remain independent. 
The goal of the planning effort was to reduce transporta-

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tion costs for those in need while increasing coordina- 
tion between existing transportation providers. In 
Loudon, there are currently six (6) customers receiving 
rides and one (1) driver providing rides through the 
enhanced Mid-State RCC Volunteer Driver Program. 
For more information, visit www.midstatercc.org. 
Tracked state highway paving projects and coordinated 
with municipalities to ensure annual repaving and lane 
striping met community needs, with a particular empha- 
sis on bicycle and pedestrian safety. 

CNHRPC provided assistance to the Regional Trails 
Coordinating Council, a coalition of local rail trail and 
shared-use path groups in roughly the Salem-Manches- 
ter-Concord corridor. In 2015, the group worked on 
implementing tasks recommended in the Regional Trails 
Plan for the region. Activities included awareness and 
outreach activities such as distributing trail marker 
signs, developing interactive maps for the public, and 
other activities to promote the use and development of 
rail trails in the region. 

Provided assistance to NH Department of Transporta- 
tion’s (NHDOT) Bicycle and Pedestrian Transportation 
Advisory Committee (BPTAC), advising NHDOT on 
bicycle and pedestrian related matters. BPTAC activities 


CNHRPC provided assistance with the development of a 
regional transportation model comprised of over 400 
traffic analysis zones as part of the I-93 Bow-Concord 
expansion project. The transportation model was devel- 
oped using a base year of 2010 and a future year of 2035 
using projections for population and employment. The 
model allows CNHRPC to demonstrate what effects spe- 
cific demographic changes and roadway projects may 
have on traffic throughout the region. 

CNHRPC completed a NHDES 604(b) impervious 
cover study for the Upper Merrimack River Local Advi- 
sory Committee (UMRLAC) with its member towns of 
Bow, Concord, Boscawen, and Canterbury. CNHRPC 
completed the creation of an impervious cover GIS layer 
for the UMRLAC region, developed several maps of the 
region and each town displaying impervious cover and 
other pertinent map layers. Reports with a detailed dis- 
cussion of local areas of concern were developed for 
each community. 

Continued to acquire, update, and utilize Geographic 
Information Systems (GIS) data for planning, cartogra- 
phy, and analysis across all projects.
